Of the vapours and exhalations which the ſunne,moon and Stars as 
they are nearer the Horizon do ſcem to raw up more, asindeed and truth they Fong 
BE Xperience techeth,that the lights of heaven, by how much they 
are nearer the Horizon,by fo much doe they lecme to be hicher 
then indeed they are;and by reaſon of the fumes and damps, which 
continually ariſe and as they are nearer the Hortzon,fo much as the 
more thicker,and rifing by lietle and little, they leffer, and at the }aft 
arecleane vaniſhed, and as we camenearer the Pole, the vapcurs do 
more and more increaſe, and for that cauſe doe the lights ſeem to

BRAHE to have been at that time, It is well knowne toall 
underſtanding and experienced ſcamen how needfull and 
neceflary itisto have knowledge of the fixed ſtars,and their 
uſe,but eſpecially for them that undertake long journies by 
ſea & for as much as at this day there are many failers which 
know not many.-of the fixed ſtars , we will beſide their de- 
clination, ſhew them a more eafieand fir meanes, to come 
to the knowledge of them, and to finde out exactly, when 
any one of rhem ſhall come into the ſouth, or tothe height, 
and when they may be profitably uſed.

TH eſe aforeſaid rules although that they are ſo neceſ- 
= {ary and needfullfor a Polot to know; that without the 
Knowlzdge of them, hee can bee no good Pilot, togoe any 
| long voyage, yet are they not ſufficient to make a good P1- 
lot:that.is all are not good pilots, thatunderſtand them well. 
For firſt a good Pilot muſt beſides them be expert at ſea, as 
vhe principall thing , which no man can learne by any ſpe- 
culation but by his owne experience, anddealing in time he 
ſhall obtaineir, whereby hee ſhall know perfe&tly to diſpoſe 
all things that occurre in the Artof Navigation; Itis moft 


oe 4gaiuſtthe ſtreame, thereby to know whether it wal 
| be any hinderanse orfurtherance unto him, whereon many 
times thereconfifteth much, And alſo when a man is in the 


winde, whether it bee inthe north ſea under England, Hol- 
land, Flanders,or inthe channell of the ſea, under England , 
that he ſhould know toſet his tides and courſe,that he might 
[toppe his tides, - All theſe things old experienced Pilots, 
ought willingly to ſhew and learne young men, thatfare de- 
firous and zealous to learne the art of ſea-faring, and not to 
hide any ſuch thing from them, as ſome men doe withour 
reaſon, who goc out of the way with the inſtruments, as 
crofle ſtaves, Aſtrolabium and compaſles, and will not ſuffer 
the common ſaylers to fee their worke. This is by ſome done 
upon pride and unwillingneſſe , becauſe they would keepe 
the Artand knowledge onely tothemſelves, aud by ſome 
becauſe they underſtand not their proceedings well, and 
therefore are in feare tobe aſhamed, bur let nor young ſeaſa- 
ring men,and ſuch asare defirous to know the arc & cunning 
of ſeafaring for that cauſe leave off their ſtudy thercin,and to 
thatend, when you faile out of any river or Haven , you 
muſt reckon every courſe along the reach, fromtonne to 
tonne, orfrom beakon to beakon, which you muſt keepe 
well and perfe&ly, and write it in a booke, and ſometimes 
draw the ſcituation io manner of a Carde, and when you 
beginto leave the land, then you muſt take good heed of 
the Capes, points, ſteeples,and other markes, and how the 
mouth of the haven reacheth intotheſea , what depth is at 
the entranceof the Haven, and how deepe it is both within 
and without, caft out yourlead oftentimes ,andletit not reſt, 
when you are inthe havens, nor in the ftreames,and then by 
laylingoutand into the rivers, you ſhall know what coun-

T is knowne to every man, eſpecially to thoſe that under- 

ſtand the grounds of Coſmographfe, that the earth with 

the waters make one complete round body, and therefore 
it cannot be,rhat you ſhould ſer forth the ſame perfectly ina 
plane or Carde(citherin rhe hole or in part) bur there will be 
ſome want, for it is unpoſſible to-make a plaine agree with a 
round forme inall the parts thereof, So that your common 
cardes many timesfaile in truth, eſpecially thoſe that com- 
prehend great and long voyages by ſea , and far from the E- 
quinoCtiall ; but the Maps which are commonly uſed in this 
Countrey , of the Eafterly and Weſterly Navigation, are 
without fault,or atleaſt the errots are ſo little that they hin- 
dernot, Ho” 

They are very fitinſtruments tobe uſedat ſea,8 our fore- 
fathers, which have invented them, have brought no {mal 
profit andutility to Mariners, The fault of them conſiſt in 
this,and thusit may beſeene : If you would faile atriangle, 
the 2 firſt ſides will beefailed on their ſtrokes anddiſtances ; 
but from rhe 2 to the 3 place (that isthe 3 ſide of the trian- 
gle) it will faile both on the ſtrokes and diſtances, |

When you are come about the Creyl, you may goe on 
Borth and by eaft ( witha ſhippethat draweth bur little wa- 
ter} over the tayle ofBroad-ſand, right to the buye upon 
the ſand , called Weſt-worckum, but with ſhippes of ene 
draughts, you muſt keep the right farewaye, Forto finde 
the deepeſt water uponthe flat: bring Pandragen, alittle 
Aatte ſteeple ( ſtandingto the weſtwards of Worckum) to 
the weſtwards of a little village , which ſtandeth alſo tothe

Being palt the fore ſayd buye upon the plate, goe on 
notthnortheaſt, untill that Pandraghen come betwixt the 
lirtle villagie and Voorwolde, Ifthat you have then the 
cliffe through Staveren , then you have the deepeſt water 


alonfft to the weſtwards of it , which lyeth right inthe 
farewaye , infixtecne foot , but alongft to the eaſtwards of 
the buye is the deepeſt water,the farther into the Bight to- 
wards Freeſlandtthe deeper, The marke of this buye,is the 
little flatte ſteeple of Mirnes on to the ſouthwards of Mol- 
queren.

From Schieringshals to Longſand , the courſe is north- 
weſt , and northweſt and by north , betwixt them both on 
the weft shoare it is shallow water , and the beſt roade of al 
the Flye ſtreame, there goeth alſo little tyde.

For to ſaile into Stortemelck (thatis the Land- deepe of 
Flie-land ) you muſt bring the Cape upon theeaſt end of 
Fly-land, and the mill one in the other , which ſhall and 
then trom you ſoutheaſt & by eaſt,or alittle more eaſterly, 
fail right in with them, and you hall fall right withthe ou- 
termoſt buye , which lyethin five fathom upon the outer- 
moſt point cf the long bank, which bank is on the north 
fide indifferent flat, ſo that when you come from the north, 
you may run along{t by it upon your lead 1d five or fixe fa- 
com, and ſo alſo find the foreſaid outermoſt buye. You 
may alſo (for need) run alorgſt ſomewhat to the eaſtwards 
of te outermoſt buye , over the end ofthe long banck in 
three fathom, or 16 foot towards the ſhore, but not to the 
caftwards oi the ſecond buye, buta good wayes alongft 
to the weſtwardes of it, which lieth even to the ſouthwards 
of a point of another narrow taile of ſand , upon which 
thwart of the buye 1s buteleven foote water , betwixt thar 
taile and the long banck runnetha creck to the eaſtwards 
into the grounds, of five fathom depth, It happeneth ſome- 
rimes that the ſhippes that come over the end of the long 
banck, and finding again deeper water, think that they are 
in the right deepe cf Stortemelck, and luffe upintoit, bur 
they run into the foreſaid shoare or crecke, in betwixt 
the two tails of ſands , not without great danger with a 
welt. rly winde , where they muſt goout back againe. 
Comming from the weſtwards alongft by Flicland in four 
or five fathome , you $hall not alſo faile to run in fight 
ofthe foreſaid outermoſt buye. He that falleth about 
Stoitem-lck by night, let him bring the fire-beakon ſouth- 
eaſt and by eaſt from him, and run in ſo right with it untill 
hee come by the shore,and he $hall run alongſt to the weſt- 
wards of the outermoſt buye. In Stortemelck lye ſeven 
black buyes, and one white buye, in ſayling in you muſt 
leave ail the black buyes onthe larboard fde , andrunn a- 
longſt to the ſouthwards of them: and the white buyes on 
the ſtarboard fide, like asall other white buyes as well in 
the Booms-gat, the Ietting , as upon the Flye-ſtreame. 
The ſecond buye called the outermoſt Droghedry, lyeth 
in 11 foot upon the ſhowldeſt of the channel , to the ſouth 
wards of tt alſo is no more then eleven foot water; but alit- 
cle within,itis againe fixteen foote deep. The third is called 
the innermoſt Droghedry, which lyeth in ſixteen foot, the 
right deep betwixt them both is three fathom. The fourth 
is called Heyckhook, betwixt this & the third itis inthe 
fareway five fathom deep , over againft the fourth Iyeth 
the white buye at the ſtrand, thwart ofit runneth off a little 
tail from the shoare, which (in ſayling out) you might faile 
within it, Unto this white buye , or unto the fourth buye 
from withour, it lyeth in eaſtnortheaſt , from the fourth to 
the fifth about eaſt, and then more and more ſoutherly, 
The firſt baye is called the outermoſt point buye , the fixt 
the middlemoſt point buye, and the ſeyenth or laſt the 
innermoſt point buye. Betwixtthe outermoſt 8 the mid- 
dlemoſt point buye, neereſt to the outermoſt , runneth off 
a taile of ſand from the shore , which men might faile with- 
in when they come in, which groweth out ſometimes as 
farre as the buye, and thenthe Deepe breaketh through a- 
eaine by the shoare, and ſcoureth awaye the taile altoge- 
ther tothe north fide. From rhe innermoſt buye you muſt 
runin all alongft by the ſtrand of Flye-land , or on fouth- 
wards to the buye upon the Plate.

when as then the fire upon Flyeland commethto be ſourh- 
ſouthweſt , or alittle more weſterly from you , you ſhall 
be thwart of the outermoſt buye , or the outermoſt ofthe 
ſteepe groundes, The forefloud falleth eaſtnortheaſt thwart 
over this channell , almoſt untill halfe flood before it ſer- 
teth rightin, & contrariwiſe the fore-ebbe falleth alioweſt- 
ſouthweſt thwart over the channell, almoſt untill half ebbe 
before ir ſet right out : therefore it is beſt with a north- 
eaſt or caſterly winde , and a fore-ebbe to ſeekto the ſhore 
ſomewhat to the eaſtward , of Cape and ſteeple , and run a- 
long(t by itin five fathom, which is clcan & flat all alongft 
untill within Cape and ſteeple, 

The (econd bnye lyeth infoure fathom , within the ou- 
termoſt point ofthe ſteep grounds , lyiug from the firſt a- 
bout ſouth and by weſt. Betwixt theſe two firſt buyes it is 
twenty foot deep upon the ſhowldeſt of the channell 
thwart ofthe foreſaid poynt ofthe ſteepe grounds , which 
are at the end {o ſteepe , that it is cloſe tothem 18 foot 
deep, theeaſt fide is flat rifing ground, & ſhowldeth by little

Vntill you be paſt that buye, you may ſaile in fro without 
upon your lead alonglt by the ealt ſhore , & alſo by nightor 
dark wether , but fromthence inwardes , it is allo ſteepe. 
The fifth buye , called the outermoſt buye upon the Boſe, 
lyeth in foure farhom alſo on the eaſt ſhore , which is there 
very ſteepe , the fareway tothe weſtwardes of it, is eleven 
fathom deepe- From the outermoſt Boſle buye to the in. 
nermoſt buye upon the Boſſe (which is the ſixth) the cour. 
ſe1s ſouth & by eaſt , which lyethin 4 fathom cloſe tothe 
ſhore, which is alſo thereabouts very ſteepe, the fareway to 
the weſtwards of it is xo farhomdeep. From the forefayd 
innermoſt buye upon the Boſſe , unto the Robbegat, the 
courſe is ſouthſouthweſt , the ſame courſe lyeth right 
through Robbegat unto the point of Flyeland, wherein 
lye three white buyes on the weſt ſhore , andthree black 
buyes on the eaſt ſhoare , betwixt which men doe run 
through. The outermoſt white buye lyeth from the innex-

Inthe entring of 
Robbegat betwixt the two firſt buyes , it is ſixteen foot 
deepe , betwixtthe two laſt buyes thirteen foot, and inthe 
middeſt five, ſixe, ſeven, and foure fathom.

A good 
wayes to the nortwardes of Hartlepoole , alittle tothe 
ſoutwardes of Sonderland, and a little within the land lye 
upon the high land , two hommocks cloſe one to the other 
verie good to beknown, of faſhion like wornens breaſts, 
called the Paps, keepe theſe two hommockseven without 
the point of Hartlepoole , which shall then ſtand trom you 
northweſt & by north, and ſayle fo on to the ſouthwardes, 
and youſhall fall before the Tees, and $hall not fſayle too. 
neare the ſands that lie out before the mouth of the Tees, 
and lye off aboute a halfe league into ſea. 

On both fides , as wel on the north fide, as the ſouth fide 
ofthe Tees ſtand twolittle white houſes for firebeakons: It } 

ucome from the northwardes and get fight of them, 
then bring firſt the 2 ſouthermoſt one in the other , which

When asthat you come ſo farre in paſt the firſt fire bea- 
kon, to wete that you may ſee Hartlepoole betwixt the 
two firebeakons, there you may ancker in three , four, or 
fivefathome , or when Hartlepole commeth betwixt the 
foreſaide firebeakons , then go ſoutſouthweſt , untill rhar 
you come by the ſouth ſhoare there it is alſoo good ancke- 
ring. Further it is pilots water unto Stockton, for there 
within, the Deepes doe ſhifte oftentimes, and that in ſhorte 
time, tree, four, or five times in a ſummer, 

He that will faile in there with northerlie windes and a 
floud, muſt reckon well his tides, for the floude falleth

Onthen. fide oi the channell lyeth a great rock with a bea- 
kon up9 it, and ſomewhat more to the northwards ſheweth 
a round hill, by al which marksthis channell is very good to 
be known. when you are right befo e the no:ther channell, 
and doe ſee open into it,then fayle in northnorthweſt; bein 
come in abouta bot ofa caſt peece youſtall ſee on the lar-

A little within the foreſaid great 
rock , thwart of the poynt of the Hommelwyke , you ſhall 
find alſo a great rock on the ſtarboard fide, you may run a-

it on the Jarboard fide, and runnein alongſt to the eaſtwards 
of1t, through betwixt it & the ſhore,it lyeth moſt northeaſt, 
and northealt and by north in , you cannot lightly take hurt 
on ncither of bot ſides, if you doe but take heed to keep 
you tromthe ſhore, Thwart of che Kyckdowne, or com- 
ming to the ſouthwards of it, you muſt edge alittle off from 
theihore, for toavoyd aſhowld which lyeth thereabours, 
ſomewhat off from the ſhore, When you come tothe ſecond 
buye , then commeth the mill to the Northwards of the 
Kyckdowne, and at the third , the mill and Cane Neles \ 
howſe come one in the other; whichtwo buyes lye both in 
five Fathom ar low water.

after are written: It lyeth right in the Bight, tothe eaſtwar- 

des of it lyeth the land north and by eait towards Bayone, 

and to the weſtwarde; of it the land falleth away ſouthweſt 
and by weſt, and {ſouthweſt towards Fonteravia. Upon the 
eaſt point of the Bay ſtandeth a white Fire-tower , which 
men may ſee farre off, eſpecially when the Sunneſhineth 
upon it, then it ſhineth very white more then the other 
land. Upon the weſt poynttandeth a flat white houſe a lit- 
tle wayes upon the high land, andro the weſtwardes of the 
Bay it isupon the ſea fide gray and blewiſh land. Alſo the 
high hill of S. Iohn de Luz, isa good marke for ro know 
this Bay , which remainethin ſailing in, lying ſomewhat to 
the eaſtwardes,or on the larboard fide. This foreſayd hill of 
S.Ioknde Luz ſhewethit ſelfe out in height above all other 
hilles thereabonts , and thereby is very gocd ro hee knouw- 
ne:above upon the topit is ſomewhat flat, as is demonſtra- 
ted ia the riſing of the landyJJpon this foreſayd hill ftan- 

deth a Chappell, fro whence men may ſee into foure king- 
domes: France, Spaine, Navarre, And Arragon. 

About two leagues ſouthweſt and ſouthweſt and by weſt 
from S.Iohnde Luz, lye the rocks called the Pignons of S. 
Anna, not farre from land : aleague to the weſtwards of 
them, lyeth the Bay of Fonteravia, being a faire Bay. 

At the weſt poynt ofthe Bay lyeththe C. Figuer, a high 
poynt, upon it ſtandeth acaftle , anto the ſouthwards of it 
alittle chappel. At the poynt of this cape lyeth a rock alit- 
tle wayes from it, but the fo cannot runne through betwixt 
them , exceptit be with very high floods, it breaketh a lit- 
tle through. Ar the eaſt fide of this bay lye two high rocks, 
& thwart of them lye-alſo ſome low rocks a good wayes 
off fromthe land. For to avoyd them youmuſt faile in by 
the welt poynt for to comeinto this Bay, and being within 
It, you mayanckor in eight or nine fathom , but ſo that the 
toreſayd great rock at the C. Figuerſtandnorthnorthweſt 
from you, there you lye in faire ſandy ground, and land- 
lockt for anorthweſt winde. The Kroonenbergh lyeth a- 
bour halte wayes betwixtS. Iohn de Luz and this foreſayd 
Bay of Fonteravia. 

A little league tothe weſtwards of C.de Figuer, lieth Paſ- 
ſagealſoa faire have. Atthe weſt fide of the havens mouth, 
which is very narrow,lyeth a round rock, ſothat itis evill to 
come 1n there with an ebb, but with a flood it is better, 
without it is very cleane,, withour any ſhowlds or fowle 
-grounds, but onely the foreſayd rounde rocke. The towne 
lyeth a little within the haven on the weſt fide , where men 
doe lye before it in 7 fathom. 

Two great leagues to the weſtwardes of Paſſage, lyeth 
S. Sebaſtians , betwixt both is alſo a ſ: and-bay in a bight, 
where there goeth up into the land aſhowld little river, 
where come in many barkes. 

The haven of Saint Sebaſtians is good for to come into, 
men doe runnein there betwixt two little caſtles, where of 
the eaſtermoſt is the great, ſtanding upon a high hill.

Neare theſe Haycns there ate ne houſes 
where Spaniards or Moores doe dwell,then only by Portode Caval- 
losalittle Church, whete they have Maſſeſaydon Sundayes, when 
ſhippeslycthere, Men goefrom thence betwixt the Mountaines to 
the town, which lieth 3 leagues from thence. He that will come hers
